Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alton : — 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  this  my  eighteenth 
annual  report  as  superintendent  of  the  Alton  public 
schools. 

STATISTICS 

School  records  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30, 
1930,  are  as  follows: 

Total  registration,  251;  130  boys;  121  girls.  Aver- 
age membership,  204;  average  attendance,  194;  per  cent 
of  attendance,  95.  Neither  absent  nor  tardy,  19.  There 
were  two  tuition  pupils  in  the  high  school.  The  number 
of  visits  by  the  school  board  was  six;  by  the  superin- 
tendent, 220 ;  by  citizens,  190.  Eight  school  board  meet- 
ings were  held. 

FINANCIAL    STANDING 

The  same  careful  planning  and  rigid  economy  as 
heretofore  has  marked  the  administration  of  the  Alton 
schools.  Each  year  finds  a  creditable  balance.  How- 
ever, not  all  of  tlie  needs  have  been  met.     We  shall  have 
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to  replace  some  piii)il  desks  soon  as  many  of  them  are 
in  l)a(l  condition.  Expense  of  repairs  was  somewhat 
more  than  average  last  snmmer  and  the  snmmer  before. 
A  new  wire  fence  has  been  set  aronnd  the  Bay  school 
ground. 

The  tire  in  the  high  school  building  February  3 
came  close  to  destroying  the  Avhole  plant.  If  it  had  not 
been  for  the  valiant  work  of  the  tire  dei)artment  and 
hel])  by  nuun-  others,  including  the  school  pupils,  tlie  loss 
would  have  been  very  heav}'  and  Alton  would  have  had 
the  expense  of  a  new  building.  As  it  is  tlie  insurance 
will  pretty  nearly  cover  tlie  loss,  and  the  building  will 
be  repaired  during  tlie  spring  vacation.  Temporary  re- 
pairs were  made  and  the  school  was  off  only  three  days, 
an  unusual  record  in  recovery  from  fire  damage.  The 
school  officials  and,  I  am  sure,  the  whole  town  a])preci- 
ates  the  fine  coo])eration  of  its  people  in  what  seemed  at 
first  a  real  calamity. 

TEACHERS 

The  teaching  force  is  the  same  as  last  year  with 
the  exception  of  one  ])osition  in  the  high  school  in  the 
de])artment  of  science  and  mathematics.  All  of  the 
teachers  are  hard  workers,  self-sacrificing,  interested  in 
all  of  the  children  with  whom  the}'  have  to  do.  We  like 
all  of  the  children  imi)artially,  even  though  we  like  the 
conduct  of  some  better  than  that  of  others.  It  is  not 
liossible  that  all  of  the  children  should  like  all  of  their 
teachers  all  of  the  time.  When  complaints  come,  we 
usually  find  the  teachers  are  right,  otherwise  anyone  of 
them  will  always  be  willing  to  make  amends.  What 
children  very  often  say  to  me  is  not  particularly  coini)li- 
mentary  even  to  their  parents.  There  should  be  the  fin- 
est kind  of  cooperation  between  parents  and  and  teacher. 
It  is  imiiortant  to  keep  the  overturn  in  teachers  as  low 
as  possible. 

ATTENDANCE 

Irregular  attendance  often  upsets  the  pupil's  work 
and  makes  it  im])ossible  for  him  to  make  his  grades. 
This  is  esjiecially  true  of  the  high  school.  The  attend- 
ance this  year  has  been  broken  more  than  usual.  Par- 
ents have  a  large  responsibility  in  this  matter.  Good 
attendance  and  grinding  work  find  their  own  reward.

is  informed  or  has  any  reason  to  believe  the  child  is 
under  said  age  and  is  not  accompanied  by  a  person  as 
above  recpiired."  (Molation  not  more  tlian  ten  dollars 
or  imprisonment  for  thirty  days  or  both.) 

Chap.  879;  Sec.  19.  "If  any  person  shall  sell  cig- 
arettes or  tobacco  in  any  other  form  to  a  minor  lie  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars." 

Chap.  379;  Sec.  20.  "If  any  person  other  than  the 
minor's  parent  or  giiardian  shall  give  or  deliver  any  cig- 
arette, snuif  or  tobacco  in  any  of  its  forms  to  any  minor 
under  eigliteen  years  of  age  he  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars." 

Chap.  380;  Sec.  34.  "Offenses  against  libraries. 
If  any  i^erson  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  write  upon, 
injure,  deface,  tear  or  destroy  any  book,  map,  chart, 
plate,  picture,  engraving  or  statue  belonging  to  any  law 
school,  college,  town  or  public  library,  or  wilfully  de- 
tains a  book,  magazine  or  other  property  of  such  library, 
for  more  than  tliirty  days  after  notice  in  writing  to  re- 
turn the  same,  or  wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in 
a  public  or  incorporated  library  or  reading  room,  he 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  im])risoned 
not  more  than  thirty  days." 

HEALTH    SUPERVISION 

About  |300  a  A-'ear,  amount  required  by  the  state 
law,  is  used  in  taking  care  of  the  health  of  the  pupils. 
At  least  two  examinations  are  made  each  year  of  all  the 
pupils.  Serious  cases  and  all  defects  are  referred  to 
some  physician  by  the  nurse  who  makes  the  ])reliminary 
examinations.  Parents  are  notified  where  corrections 
are  needed  and  urged  as  far  as  possible  to  have  physical

defects  remedied.  Miicli  has  already  been  done  to 
remedy  bad  teeth,  infected  tonsils,  adenoids,  defective 
sight,  etc.  The  nurse  has  made  many  calls  at  homes,  and 
attended  some  children  to  the  hospital.  Baby  clinics  are 
now  he]<l  in  many  towns  and  defects  remedied  early  so 
that  children  may  enter  school  with  less  bodily  handi- 
caps. 

CITIZENSI-Iir 

May  I  repeat  what  I  said  two  years  ago?  The 
supreme  task  of  the  schools  is  to  help  the  children  become 
good  and  useful  citizens.  Your  sons  and  daughters 
should  recognize  tlie  authorit}-  of  the  home,  school  and 
state,  and  become  obedient  tliereto.  Parents  should  re- 
ligiously avoid  taking  the  part  of  children  against  any 
constituted  authority  exce])t  in  the  greatest  emergency. 
Taking  the  part  of  a  child  where  he  is  in  any  way  re- 
s])onsible  for  misconduct  leaves  on  him  a  permanent  in- 
jury Avhich  must  be  serioush^  considered.  The  school 
officials  are  always  and  forever  trying  their  best  to  con- 
serve the  best  interests  of  your  chihlren. 

I  again  si)eak  my  appreciation  of  the  very  fine  co- 
operation of  school  board,  teacliers,  janitors,  transporta- 
tion agents,  parents  and  children  in  the  important  work 
of  the  public  schools  of  Alton.

It  is  difficult  for  pupils  to  make  np  work  lost 
by  absence.  Poor  attendance  usually  means  poor  work 
and  low  marks.  Sickness  is  the  prime  excuse  for  being 
absent.

Seven   girls   and   four   boys   were   graduated   last 

June.     Six  entered  higher  institutions  of  learning  all  of 

whom  are  doing  creditable  work.     One  is  taking  hospital 

training. 

It  is  important  that  parents  and  pupils  confer 
with  the  headmaster  and  superintendent  with  reference 
to  the  choice  of  courses  of  study.  The  four  curricula  of- 
fered give  a  good  range  of  adaptation  looking  toward  the 
future.  Agricultural  and  Home  Economic  courses  are 
practical  and  concrete.  Pupils  planning  for  college 
should  select  the  Classical  work.  Others  may  take  the 
General  course. 

About  800  boxes  of  plants  were  raised  in-  the 
greenhouse  last  spring.  The  boys  took  a  marketing  trip 
to  Boston  in  the  winter.  Judging  tri])s  were  made  to 
Hopkinton  fair  and  the  Durham  interscliolastic  judging 
contests.  Boys  who  take  Agriculture  must  plan  for  their 
summer  projects  in  order  to  make  their  credits. 

There  are  no  easy  courses.  All  demaml  the  best 
of  each  pui)il.  Tlie  best  interest  and  dei)ortment  are 
prime  requisites  of  all. 

EXTRA CURRICULA   ACTIVITIES 

These  give  training  in  a  high  sense  of  honor,  fair- 
ness, justice,  resourcefulness,  initiative,  coo]ieration,  and 
civic  resiionsibility.  Such  activities  are  an  essential 
part  of  the  school  program  and  consist  of  rhetoricals, 
plays,  assembly  programs,  musical  entertainments,  and 
a  restricted  amount  of  athletic  sports.  Baseball  is  the 
major  sport,  outside  of  the  general  playground  games. 
Pupils  representing  Alton  high  school  in  inter-scholastic 
games  must  make  their  scholarship  satisfactory.     It  is 
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iinfortniiate  that  we  cannot  have  some  kind  of  a  gymna- 
sinm  in  which  basketball  and  general  physical  training 
conid  be  given  dnring  the  winter  time.

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  snperintendent, 
parents,  teachers  and  pn])ils  for  the  loyalty  and  coopera- 
tion given  me  in  making  the  school  year  a  snccess.
